Twenty-ninth infantry and a platoon 
of ^artillery. 
The rebels bad been 
continually 
shooting into tile garrisoned towns 
and our forces were not sufficient to 
retaliate effectively. 
Commerce

Barnar was at a standstill and most 
of the influential inhabitants had de 
parted. 
General Hare arrived there 
with 230 men. 
He will bring eight 
companies of 'the 
Second 
infantry 
from the island of Marindtique. as 
they may Is* needed, and will pro­ 
ceed energetically to erusli General 
Lukban. 
Meanwhile United States 
gunboats will patrol the coast to pre­ 
vent the escape of the insurgent lend­ 
er. 
Lukban still held three members 
of the Forty-third regiment prison­ 
ers. 
The rifles which tile party of Cap­ 
tain Devereaux Shields, of Compony 
F, Twenty-ninth volunteer infantry, 
lost last September in Marinduque, 
at the time of the capture, had not 
been recovered from the 
Filipinos.

General Wheaton, enmnnding In the

reinforcements

Young’s provinces, where the natives, 
under General Tlnio and Aglipay. the 
excommunicated Filipino priest, were 
showing signs of restlessness, desert­ 
ing the domiciles they had ocupied 
during the rainy season, and joining 
under compulsion of fear the insur­ 
gents In the mountains. 
Notable among last week's engage­ 
ments was General Grant’s advance.

FROM 18 03 TO 19 01. 


FKKMOXT O. PHILLIPS. 


Fremont Orestes Phi.lips of Medina was 
born in I.afayette 
Mertln, 
county, Ohio March 
1 6 . 1 8 5 6 ; was reared on a farm. 
He 
a t t e n d e d t h r c o m 
mon schools until 15 years of 
age, 
when 
ne removed 
to 
Medina, the 
county seat of said county, and took a 
full course at the Medina High school; 
a course at the Medina Normal school 
and a part of a course at Kenyon 
college, at Gambler, Ohio. 
He was ad­ 
mitted to the practice of law by the 
supreme court of Ohio May 7, 1880, 
and commenced the practice at Medina 
iD 1882. 
He wv is elected mayor of Me­ 
dina in 1883, and for two succeeding 
terms thereafter; served as probate 
J udge of Medina county, Ohio, for six 
years, commencing on the 9 th of Feb­ 
ruary, 189 1, and again elected mayor 
of Medina in 189 8, holding that posi­ 
tion when elected to congress. 
He was elected to the Fifty-sixth 
congress in 189 8, as a Republican, from 
the Twentieth district, composed of a 
part of Cuyahoga, and Lake and Me­ 
dina counties. 
J udge Phillips had few, if 
any 
congressional aspirations prior to 189 8, 
and his nomination came to him large­ 
ly unexpected, but W’as none the less 
pleasing. Contending factions in his bwn party, which had the effect c' 
weakening other men who sought the nomination, contributed to his suci csc:. 
without special effort on his part. 
The foregoing necessarily brief sketches of the 29 senators and .3' 
representatives, who have "represented Ohio in the two houses of congrcs - 
since her admission to the Uniou, can not but fill tke bosoms of Ohioai.i 
with pride and satisfaction. 
But few, indeed, of them were mediocre men. 
They were, as a rule 
typical of the great and constantly growing commonwealth from which the\ 
came. Among them were men whose names and labors form an imperishable 
part of the history of the republic, and who not only reached, but deserved, 
the highest position in the gift of the American people. 
It has no doubt already struck the reader that in the giving of civic 
honors the voters of Ohio have never forgotten those who served their coun­ 
try in time of war, and the further fact that those who discharged faith­ 
fully and efficiently their military duties shone with equal distinction in 
civic offices. 
Nearly all the earlier senators and congressmen from Ohio were either 
participants in the Revolutionary struggle, or the immediate descendants 
of Revolutionary soldiers. Imbued with all the patriotic spirit of that con- 
teet for human liberty, and all of them necessarily took part in the Indian 
and border w ars.' 
F'ollowing the War of 1812 the people .showed their appreciation of the 
services performed by sending many of its most gallant soldiers to congress. 
Following the Mexican war and the great Civil war the same thing is true, 
and it is a noteworthy fact that all the heroes thus honored for their deeds 
of valor were champions of civil liberty and civil government on the floor 
of congress as in contrast with militarism and military government. 
There arose from the ranks of civil life men no less distinguished than 
those who passed through the military service—great men. in all that con- 
•titutes greatness, whose names aud deeds will continue to illuminate tlu 
pages of history. 
But in all the preceding there is nothing so inspiring to the rising 
feneration as the sturdy self-reliance and self-sacrifice of the men wdio, 
with their own efforts, broke down all imprisoning environments and became 
the foremost citizens of the commonwealth. 
It is a noteworthy fact of the four representatives elexited president, 
namely, H- rrison, Hayes, Garfield aud McKinley, all were in the 
m ilitary 
•ervice, an 
attracted to themselves public attention by the energetic dis­ 
charge of military duties. 
Harrison’s fame rests alike on his military and civic career, but the 
other three achieved their greatest distinction in civic life, their military 
careers serving as the cornerstone of each, on which was erected the greater 
civic structure. 
This work is not only the first of the kind ever undertaken in Ohio, but 
in any other state of the Union, and is intended as a fitting monument to the 
men who. during the century contributed so largely to its greatness aud 
history. 
The history of a state or nation is largely a history of the labors and 
achievements of its greatest and most representative public men. 
Hence, in 
the foregoing is to be found the salient points of Ohio’s history, which wiM 
be the most essential to the student and writer of its history during tlr 
closing decades of the twentieth century. 
Hi the present day it answers all the pertinent historical question! 
relating to the Ohio membership of the two houses of congre>ss during th< 
preceding century. 
If the state is as ably represented during its second i 
<iuring its first century it may well be felicitated upon the wisdom and di« ci c 
of its electorate.

Orestes Phi.lips of Medina was born 
March 16, 1856; was reared on a farm, 
until 15 years of 
age, 
when 
ne removed 
to 
Medina, the 
county seat of said county, and took a 
full course at the Medina High school; 
a course at the Medina Normal school 
and a part of a course at Kenyon 
college, at Gambler, Ohio. 
He was ad­ 
mitted to the practice of law by the 
supreme court of Ohio May 7, 1880, 
and commenced the practice at Medina 
In 1882. 
He was elected mayor of Me­ 
dina in 1883, and for two succeeding 
terms thereafter; served as probate 
Judge of Medina county, Ohio, for six 
rears, commencing on the 9th of Feb­ 
ruary, 1891, and again elected mayor 
of Medina in 1898, holding that posi­ 
tion when elected to congress. 
He was elected to the Fifty-sixth 
congress in 1898, as a Republican, from 
the Twentieth district, composed of a 
part of Cuyahoga, and Lake and Me­ 
dina counties. 
Judge Phillips had few, if 
any 
congressional aspirations prior to 1898, 
and his nomination came to him large­ 
ly unexpected, but was none the less 
pleasing. 
Contending factions in his Own party, which had the effect c* 
weakening other men who sought the nomination, contributed to his success 
without special effort on his part. 
The foregoing necessarily brief sketches of the 29 senators and 3 
representatives, who have represented Ohio in the two houses of congree 
since her admission to the Union, can not but fill the bosoms of Ohioan 
with pride and satisfaction. 
But few, indeed, of them were mediocre men. 
They were, as a rule 
typical of the great and constantly growing commonwealth from which the> 
came. Among them were men whose names and labors form an imperishable 
part of the history of the republic, and who not only reached, but deserved, 
the highest position in the gift of the American people. 
It has no doubt already struck the reader that in the giving of civic 
honors the voters of Ohio have never forgotten those who served their coun­ 
try in time of war, and the further fact that those who discharged faith­ 
fully and efficiently their military duties shone with equal distinction in 
civic offices. 
Nearly all the earlier senators and congressmen from Ohio were either 
participants in the Revolutionary struggle, or the immediate descendants 
of Revolutionary soldiers, imbued with all the patriotic spirit of that con­ 
test for human liberty, aud all of them necessarily took part in the Indian 
and border wars. * 
Following the War of 1812 the people showed their appreciation of the 
services performed by sending many of its most gallant soldiers to congress 
Following the Mexican war and the great Civil war the same thing is true, 
and it is a noteworthy tact that all th© heroes thus honored for their deed* 
of valor were champions of civil liberty and civil government on the floor 
of congress as in contrast with militarism and military government. 
There arose from the ranks of civil life men no less distinguished than 
those who passed through the military service—great men. in all that con­ 
stitutes greatness, whose names aud deeds will continue to illuminate tin 
pages of history. 
But in all the preceding there Is nothing so inspiring to the rising 
feneration as the sturdy self-reliance and self-sacrifice of the men who, 
with their own efforts, broke down all imprisoning environments and became 
the foremost citizens of the commonwealth. 
It is a noteworthy fact of the four representatives elected president, 
namely, H prison, Hayes, Garfield aud McKinley, all were in the military 
service, an 
attracted to themselves public attention by the energetic dis­ 
charge of military duties. 
Harrison’s fame rests alike on his military and civic career, but th* 
other three achieved their greatest distinction in civic life. their military 
careers serving aa the cornerstone of each, on which was erected the greater 
civic strucrire. 
This work is uot only the first of the kind ever undertaken in Ohio, but 
in any other state of the Union, and is intended as a fitting monument to the 
men who. during the century contributed so largely to its greatness aud 
history. 
The history of a state or nation is largely a history of the labors aud 
achievements of its greatest and most representative public men. 
Hence, in 
the foregoing is to be found the salient points of Ohio’s history, which wiU 
he the most essential to the student and writer of its history during th 
Losing decades of the twentieth century. 
Iu the present day It answers all the pertinent historical question 
relating to the Ohio membership of the two houses of congress during th* 
P rf ceding century. 
If the state is as ably represented during its second t 
during its first century it may well be felicitated upon the wisdom and ditcn 
ti°n of its electorate.

ice trust matter, which say in par*; 
“There are three 
wholly 
distinct 
sides to the Ice trust matter. 
“Iii the first plaee, there is the gen­ 
eral question whether the American 
Ice Company, of New York, dealing, 
as it does, in a necessary of life 
t o 
the poor people of New York, was one 
into which it was proper for a pub­ 
ic spirited mail to enter. 
This is, of 
course, not a question for legal ac­ 
tion in any shuls* or form. 
More­ 
over, it is unnecessary to point out 
that whether the corporation Is legal 
or illegal, proper or improper in char­ 
acter. it is an net of litter hypocrisy 
on the part of any public man to de­ 
nounce trusts iii general, and 
this 
trust in particular, in the platform 
land on the stump, while be, at the 
! same time, in his private capacity, 
holds stock or has held stock in the 
trust that lie thus denounces. 
“Second, 
there 
is 
fthe 
question 
whether or not the existence of this 
s*)-onlled ice trust Is In violation of 
the anti-trust law. 
This, of course, 
can only he decided by the courts. 
“On May 2S. lfiOO. tile attorney gen­ 
eral Instituted proceedings to annul 
lln* certificate of the ice company 
under this 
law. 
The 
corporation, 
through its counsel, has fought the 
action at every stage on technicali­ 
ties. not on the merits of tile ease. 
The first decision before Judge ('bes­ 
ter was in favor of tin* state. 
An 
appeal bus l>een taken by the de­ 
fendants. which was argued weeks 
ago. and Ila* attorney general is daily 
expecting a decision by the appellate 
division on this appeal. 
The defend­ 
ants obtained a stay of proceedings 
pending the appeal. 
All possible dili­ 
gence has been shown bv the atter 
ney general to secure an annulment 
of tin* certificate, and nothing could 
hare been done bv the state to expe- 
die proceedings which had not been 
done. 
“We now come to the third side of 
the matter, the only one in which the 
governor. In his official capacity, has 
any power whatsoever to aet, viz., 
the 
charges 
against 
Mayor

Wyck. 
“Inasmuch as the question as to 
whether the ice corporation Is or 
not a trust or monopoly is b efo re the 
courts for decision, until they have 
acted, action bv the governor can only 
with nmtwlotv bo taken tinder tin 
Greater New York charter.
